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The Country Life Problem 


Not long ago, says a writer in the “Problems of Democracy” depart- 
ment of The Literary Digest, a well-known traveler and writer was being 
shown through the immense Capitol building of a Middle-Western State. 
“Just see the great army of officials we employ,” said his guide, “every man 
of them was born on a farm.” And then the visitor was shown through a 
quarter of the city where “you can go a mile and see only the homes of re- 
ticed farmers.” Quoth the guide, “This is a wonderful farming State.” 

Yet, comments the Literary Digest writer, the boys on its farms dream 
of jobs in town, and old folks on its farms dream of homes in town, and, 
as soon as they can arrange it, hire somebody else to run the farm, and 


move away In less “wonderful” farming States, meanwhile, you occasion- 
illy see farms abandoned outright, but even the custom of farming by 
ptoxy 18 deplorable. 


In “The Country Life Movement,” Mr, L. H. Bailey observes, “Farm- 
ing by proxy or by any absentee method is as disastrous in the long run 
1s the doing of any other business- by proxy. I hold that it is essential 
that the very best people live actually on the land. The crops are there. 
The livestock is there. The machinery is there, All the investment is 


in the place itself. If this business is to be most effective, a good man 


must be constantly with it and manage it, A farm is not like a store or a 
factory that is shut up at night and on Sunday, The more difficult and 
complex the farming business becomes, the greater will be the necessity 


that a good man femain with it.” . 

“The fundamental need,” declares Mr. Bailey, “is to place effectively 
educated men and women in the open country.” In his opinion all elsede- 
pends on this, No formal nieans can be of any permanent avail until men 
and women of vision and with trained minds are at hand to work out the 
plans in an orderly way. Agriculture is now a school subject. it is 
recognized to be such in the schools course of studies, in the minds of the 
people, and of educationists and legislators. It has feund its way_into the 
high schools. In Western Canada it is the outstanding department in our 
Universities. 

But do the young people thus trained return to the open country? 
Some of them, of course, but a lamentably small percentage of the total. 
Why not a larger number? Does farming pay? Is life in the open coun- 
try attractive? Farming has its off years, and sometimes series of years, 
when the financial returns are not commensurate with the cffort put forth. 
But the same thing is true of business generally. And assuredly farming 
today pays better than in the days of our grandparents. There are still 
many hardships in the more remote and pioneer districts, and conditions 
gencrally may not be quite so favorable as in the years before fhe war, but 
neither are conditions in the cities as favorable, with thousands of men 
out of employment. Such a situation is, however, only temporary; it will 
be overcome both in city and country, s 

Life in the open country is not as attractive as it should be for other 
reasons, The recreative life of the country community greatly needs to be 
stimulated. Not only games and recreation days need to be encouraged, 
but the spirit of relief from continuous and deadening toil must be encour- 
aged. The country population needs to Be livened up. 

How is this awakening’ to be brought about? The small towns and 
villages, which are the real centres of all country districts, and whose very 
existence depends upon their surrounding farming communities, have a duty 
and an opportunity in this respect. In his admirable book, “The Little 
Town,” Mr, H. P, Douglass deyotes a chapter to “The-Town’s Country.” 
Says Mr, Douglass, “The town’s country is the area which trades with it; 
which makes common cause with it in buying and selling, in credit and 
transportation facilities.” Its typical functionaries are the retail merchant, 
the banker, the postmaster, the doctor, the implement agent, the railway 
agent. ° 4 

Moreover, the town's country is the area which comes to it for play, 
education and worship. Here are the country’s moving pictures, its ex- 
hibition’ and sports grounds, and its Chautauquas. The country’s high 
schools are here, and most of its ministers of religion live here.. Here, 
though the farmer may not directly share in them, are those social groups 
and activities which he imitates and possibly envies. Most of the social 
organizations to which he may belong centre here. ,. 

Therefore, the small town has a duty to its own particular “country.” 
And the opportunity is as great as the duty, Among the chief needs of 
the farming community today is wholesome recreation. There is little 
community life in the open country, except what centres in the small towns 
and villages. Its lack constitutés what one man has-called “the intolerable 
condition of country life.” In almost every other respect, life in the open 
country has improved. It is a less isolated life. Railways, telephones, 
automobiles have greatly relieved loneliness, But is it a jollier life? No 
one pretends that itis. There is no play for children; no recreation fow the 
Yet it must be made jollier or we shall see more and more 
farms abandoned or farmed by proxy and more and more farm people 
moving to the city. 

If we are'to “place effectively educated men and women in the open 
country,” meen and women “of vision and with trained minds”—if we are to 
place them there and keep them there, we must promise them not only pros- 
perity, but a jovial, sociable, merry existence which they will honestly pre- 
fer.to life in town. ;

It has been tested 
alongside sixty-cight of the best 
wheats in the world, and has exceeded 
thém all in yield, uniformity and all 
other desirable characféristics. The 
growth is strong, being four feet on 
good ordinary soil, it tillers unusually 
well, and on ordinary valley soil, with 
special cultivation, care, or fertilizing, 
produced this summer at the rate of 
49.88 bushels per acre, every plant and 
every kernel being uniform, as this 
wheat was originally grown from one 
single kernel, '

Somewhere in the big bend of the 
Peace River, bisected by a line drawn 
from Fort St. John to the mouth of 
the Battle River, is an old river bed 
where the Peace once flowed, and to 
this ancient waterway pros- 
pectors are outfitting in Edmonton, 
Some have already gone in, including 
jack Turner, late of the Yukon, while 
a number are preparing their packs 
for the journey. Several men from 
the gold fields of Alaska have reached 
Kdmonton within the past few days,’ 
aud the report of the mystic El Dor- 
ado north of the 1 cace having reath- 
ed their cars, they also are en route 
to try their luck in the country north 
of the Clear Hills. 

rhis minor stampede is the direct 
of a story circtlated amongst 
the old timers of the north ‘country, 
the truth of which will doubtless be 
solved during the coming season. 
Hicre is the tale. Some years ago 
an Indian. coming into Fort St. John 
from the country to the northeast of 
the post picked up a fair sized gold

nugget -which he discovered in a 
stream. Following this an old trap- 
per, a white man, who made Fort 


St. John his rendezvous, came in to 
the Fort with a quantity of coarse 
gold which he had washed from some 
stream in a similar direction to that 
from which the Indian hailed. 

Thereafter the old fellow gave up 
trapping and lived on the fat of the 
land, in care-free idleness at the 
post. Whenever his supplies of neces- 
saries ran low, he hitched his dogs to 
the sleigh and disappeared, but in a 
few days was back again with a 
fresh supply of gold. 

This continued for a number of 
years, but fate overtook the old man 
and one day his body was found on 
the trail frozen stiff. He still has a 
large evedit account in the books of 
the H.B.C. : 

It is said by the northmen that the 
only time when gold was available 
was when there was a heavy fall of 
snow, with which the old fellow ap- 
parently washed his mineral, when 
he had melted the white blanket into 
water. From an analysis of the cir- 
cumstances generally, it is thought 
that the place from which the gold 
was taken was some old river bed, 
where the Peace once flowed, but 
whether the story is correct or not 
remains to be proved. Prospectors, 
however, are putting up good money 
to test the truth of the theory that the 
precious metal does exist somewhere 

‘to the north of Clear Hills in large 
quantities. Many men have prospect- 
ed the country previously, in the en- 
deavor to locate the old man’s secret 
which died with him, but so far with- 
out success. 

Miners possessing technical know- 
ledge, claim that there is undoubtedly 
gold in paying quantities along the 
Peace, colors can be obtained in many 
places but not in sufficient quantity to 
provide pay dirt. 

It is stated by an old H.B'C. man 
from the region of the Upper Peace 
that during the rush to the Klondyke, 
that two men washing on the river 
found a bar from which they took a] 
large quantity of gold. They went no 
further north, but returned to Win- 
mipeg, with the intention of exploit- 
ing their find. 

When they finally returned to the 
Peace country, they were unable to 
locate the bar from which the gold 
had been obtained, and it is thought 
that a slide from a cut bank on the 
other side of the river lodged in the 
stream, and deflecting the current, 
caused the bar on which they had 
been working to be carried out by the 
flood water. 

The government party under En- 
gineer Lynch which is to put down 
test holes along the Upper Peace this 
summer is being eagerly watched by 
prospectors, and it is stated that a 
number of the latter are going north 
to see for themselves the result of 
‘these operations, as amongst prospec- 
tors the theery is general that gold 
exists in large quantities on the upper 
reaches of the big river.

Constructed Propellers 
» From Crude Material 


Engineer in Frozen North Used Dog 
Sleigh Boards and Elk Hide Glue. 


With a few dog sleigh’ boards, glue 
made from raw moose hide and some 
crude blacksmith tools, W. A. John- 
son, a Hudson’s Bay Company steam- 
boat engineer at Fort Simpson in the 
sub-arctic, constructed propellers with 
which one of the two all-metal Im- 
perial Oil Company airplanes re- 
cently returned from Simpson to 
Peace River.

Within the last few years the 
marketing conditions for cattle in 
the west have been undergoing a 


great change, This has been brought 
about by the-transition from the per- 
iod of the big ranches to the con- 
ditions of today. The country is now 
more thickly settled and. individuals 
hold smaller acreage. Not many 
years ago the big rancher was the 
predominating figure. Vast acreage, 
most of it held under lease, gave him 
a domain on which cattle could be 
run by the thousands. Under such 
conditions it was natural that the 
marketing would naturally take place 
at one time in the year. Asa result 
the great bulk of stock were sold to 
the packers in the months of Sep- 
tember, October and November. It 
is evident even to the layman that 
this produced an unhealthy market 
condition. It meant that the packers 
were loaded up with stock at one 
period of the year, and received little 
during the other nine months. A 
glutted market and a fall in prices 
were almost always the result, 

But with the settling of the country 
the big cattle ranches have gradually 
disappeared. More intensive cultiva- 
tion has been followed by more 
numerous small herds of cattle and 
brought a better finished product to 
the market, Today the cry of many 
of the big men in Western Canadian 
farming is for even smaller farms. 
Gradually the market is being fed as 
the demand occurs. Mr. Burns hopes 
that the timé is coming when there 

j will be a steady marketing of cattle 

over the greater part of the year, 
Ee will mean less fluctuation in 
prices and better conditions for the 
farmer, packer and consumer, 

The man who held on to breeding 
hogs, said Mr. Burns, would find 
himself in the best position eventu- 
ally, Previous to the war bacon im- 
ported to the English market ranked 
in this order; Irish, Danish, Cana- 
dian, Anterican, At the present time 
there is almost an equal demand for 
Irish and Canadian bacon. Little 
Danish bacon is coming in and the 
American product has lost much of 
its reputation owing to carelessness 
in preparation. There is a constant 
demand from English buyers for 
Western Canadian bacon and it can- 
not be filled today. 

Although live shipments are being 
made to England at present and are 
being disposed of at some profit, con- 
ditions are far from favorable. In 
approximate figures it costs $30 to 
ship an animal from Calgary to the 
seaboard, $60 for ocean freight, and 
$10 for slaughtering and other 
charges on arrival, Rates like these 
make it unwise to ship anything but 
the very best finished cattle. Stock- 
men say thet the animals generally 
pick up at least some of the weight 
lost in the train journey and during 
the sea passage,

Vancouver's Successful 
Shipping Year 


Harbor Board Reports Big Business 
Done In 1920, 

According to the report of the Har- 
bor Board, Vancouver had a most 
successful shipping year in 1920, Dur- 
ing the year 644,403 passengers passed 
in and out of the port, 50,300 being 
Trans-Pacific passengers, and the re- 
mainder being on coastwise steamers. 
In the twelve months 11,449 coastwise 
steamers with a tonnage of 4,441,316 
tons entered the harbor, whilst the 
deep sea tonnage to call included 336 
ships with a net tonnage of 1,163,699. 
During the last three months of the 
year 136,000,000 feet of logs entered 
the harbor, and 25,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber were exporrted by water, The 
coastwise imports during the last 
three months amounted “to 226,334 
tons, and exports 85,012 tons,
